Sir— As  part  of  the  compilation  of  a  statistical  record  of  the  real 
estate  owned  by  The  City  of  New  \'ork  now  being  made  by  the  Bureau 
of  Municipal  Investigation  and  Statistics,  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  a  list 
of  the  properties  used  for  Public  Libraries  as  of  January  i,  190S,  located 
in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan,  The  Bronx,  Brooklyn,  Queens  and  Rich- 
mond. The  parcels  listed  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan  number  24,  in 
The  Bronx  5,  in  the  Borough  of  Richmond  4,  in  the  Borough  of  Queens 
6,  and  in  Brooklyn  18,  a  total  of  57. 

The  title  of  the  City  to  each  of  these  parcels,  and  the  facts  relative  to 
its  acquisition,  have  been  carefully  verified.  Diagrams  show  the  location 
of  the  parcels  in  the  blocks  in  which  they  are  situated,  as  well  as  the 
dimensions  of  each  parcel.  A  half-tone  reproduction  of  a  photograph 
shows  the  character  of  the  improvement  on  the  property.  The  name  of 
the  vendor  or  vendors  is  given  in  each  instance  ;  also  the  consideration  or 
the  cost  to  the  City  of  the  parcels,  and  if  any  one  parcel  has  been  acquir- 
ed through  more  than  one  transaction  that  fact  is  also  indicated.
